The combined advance of the Boer 
forces on positions held by the British 
general commanding inNatal.Sir George 
Stewart White, has already occasioned 
a sharp affair at the outposts which has 
possibly since developed into a pitched 
battle. 
The Boers, according to the 
latest information at hand, do not ap­ 
pear to have been driven back. 
Per­ 
haps, however, their movements are 
only a part of a general plan to isolate 
both Ladysmith and Glencoe from the 
south. 
Simultaneous Boer movements from 
Acton Home, from the west and from 
Rorkes Drift and Helpmaker and from 
the east may indicate a projected at­ 
tack upon the railway below Colense. 
The movement from the east also sug­ 
gests and attack upon the railway at 
Waschbank between 
Ladysmith and 
Glencoe. 
Military experts are inclined 
to the opinion that the troops at Glen­ 
coe are only to form the rear guard, 
left to attract the force under Com­ 
mandant General Joubert, while Gen­ 
eral W hite’s full strength is at Lady­ 
smith, with a view of attacking the 
Orange Free State force while General 
Joubert is still 40 miles away. 
Stories of British successes in the 
Mafeking district are so persistent in 
the absence of contradiction from Boer 
sources they may be accepted as true in 
the main, although the alleged killing 
of 300 Boers is discredited. 
General Conjee’ troops are regarded 
as the flower of The Transvaal forces 
and decisive fighting must occur on the 
western border. 
If, as intimated in 
Wednesday nights dispatches reliefs 
are approaching from Rhodesia, it will 
probably not be long delayed. 
Apart 
from the desire to gain initial advan­ 
tage by capturing Mafeking and thereby 
attacking the Dutch colonists, the ob­ 
ject of the Boers in massing in Bechu- 
analand is doubtless due to the fact 
that this splendid stock country is full 
of cattle.
